Said a prominent business man when I was blue and dis­ 
couraged because the first concern for which I worked had gone 
busted: 
“You are very fortunate to have had a severe disappointment 
while you are still young. The men to be pitied are those whose 
disappointments come in middle life, when it is too late for them 
to start over again. 
A disappointment in youth is merely part 
of the hardening process that is necessary to make you capable

Said my friend Robert Updegraff:
